C ONFIRMING THE UNOFFICIAL RE- 

port ‘published the other day. Premier Mac¬ 
Donald announced at the Lord Mayor’s banquet in 
London laat night that Rt. Hon. j. H. Thomas, 
Secretary of State for the Dominion*, will visit the 
Variout parts of the empire to gather first-hand infor¬ 
mation and to sound out the governments on trade 
policies. This tour is to be undertaken in anticipation 
of the conference to be held in Ottawa next summer. 
It is expected that Mr. Thomas will come to Canada 
first and then proceed to the Antipodean Dominions. 

The London Daily Mail has reacted strangely 
to this announcement from the Prime Minister L 
calls the proposed trip a "bagman's tour” of the Do¬ 
minions. and says "it is not only useless, but it is 
definitely harmful to the broad scheme of empire 
unity if Mr. Thomas goes about doing deals, making 
separate bargains, and imploring the Dominions to 
buy our coal, steel and textiles.” It also tells Mr. 
Thomas that his place is in London. 

We fear, however. The Daily Mail has not given 
sufficient thought to Canada's and Australia's trade 
policy. On the other hand, it is obvious that Mr. 
MacDonald realizes the difficulty Britain will have 
in reaching a satisfactory agreement with Canada and 
Australia, and considers it necessary for one of his 
ministers to do a little bit of sounding-out. That could 
not be done satisfactorily by Mr. Thomas in London, 
and there is just the possibility—and we hope that 
possibility exists—that he may he able to persuade Mr. 
Bennett to make a better proposal than he did a year 
ago, which, it will be remembered, he repeated immedi¬ 
ately after the results of the British elections were 
known. 

It is highly desirable that a greater measure of 
economic co-operation should be established between 
the various parts of the Britannic Commonwealth. It 
is desired in Canada and it is desired m Great Britain. 
In the recent election campaign over there the subject 
came in for a great deal of discussion; but the really 
practical side of it was more .or less ignored, save 
perhaps by such newspapers J as The Manchester

They would have no 
objection to our walling ourselves off from the rest 
of the world but betray not the slightest inclination 
to unwall their own industries in order that ours may 
enter into open competition with them.” If Lord 
Stanley has his doubts about The Guardian s argu¬ 
ment. he might ask Mr. Thomas to do a bit of "sound¬ 
ing-out" among, for example. Canadian textile manu¬ 
facturers and let him know the result. 

Imperial economic co-operation, ol course, could 
be brought about and made profitable for all con¬ 
cerned. But the "fiscal architecture” of the two 
principal Dominions would have to be radically 
changed first. The idea which Lord Stanley teems 
to cherish that Britain will draw upon the empire for 
her food and raw materials and pay for them with 
manufactured products—entrance practically free— 
was exploded years ago when the Dominions, began 
to build their own factories. One of Canada’s most 
highly-protected industries to-day is the textile industry, 
and it is especially the textile market in this country 
of which Britain wants to capture a larger share. 

If the Dunning budget had been adopted, our 
trade with Britain would have expanded. It has con¬ 
tracted because the concessions contained in it were 
thrown into the dricard in the summer of last year. 
But if Mr. Bennett is really desirous of developing 
inter-empire trade, all he has to do is revive the 
old Kale of duties on British goods. That would be 
an inducement for Britain to extend the already liberal 
treatment she gives our products.

Xt la no longer a question of saving the 
government. Xt la a question of saving the province. 

The government knows how k can economize 
very largely without impairing the public services. It 
could restore the personnel of the civil service to what 
k was when it took office, and save in many other 
ways.
